St. Paul, Minn., April 9.—The 


United States circuit court of appeals 
today noon handed down a decision 
in. the suit of the 
United States 


against the Northern Securities com- 


\ 


pany, enjoining the company from 
voting the stock of the Northern 
Pacific or Great Northern railway 
companies, but allowing the return 
of such stock as had been delivered 
to that holding company. The opin- 
ion was unanimous, all four judges 
concurring, 
but the opinion was 


written by Judge Thayer. 


THE COURT'S DECREE. 


The substance of the order is in 


th* decree, which is as follows: 


"A decree in favor of the United 


States will, accordingly, be entered 
to the following effect: Adjudging 
that the stock of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern railway compa- 
nies now held by the securities com- 
pany was acquired in virtue of a 
combination' among the defendants 
in restraint of trade and commerce 
among -the several states, such as 
the anti-trust act denounces as 
illegal; enjoining the securities com- 
pany from acquiring or attempting 
to acquire further stock of either of 
said companies; also enjoining 
it 


'. from .voting such-stock at any meet- 


f'the stockholder*-of, either of 


^ -----....:......... .. W:e»rcl'fing- 


or-attempting to exercise any con- 
'ti'ol, direction, or supervision of in- 
,fluence over the acts of said compa- 
'nies, or either of them, by virtue of 
its holding such stock;.enjoining the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies, respectively, their officers, 
directors and agents, from permit- 
ting such stock to be voted by the 
Northern Securities company or any 
of its agents or attorneys on its be- 
half at any corporate election for 
directors or officers of either of said 
companies, and likewise 
enjoining 


them from paying any dividends to 
the securities .company on account of 
. said stock, or permitting or suffering 
the securities company to exercise 
any control whatsoever over the cor- 
porate acts of said companies or to 
direct the policy of either, 
and, 


finally, permitting 
the 
securities 


• company to return and transfer this 


stock to the 
stockholders 
of the 


Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
companies 
any and all shares of 


stock of those. companies which it 


• may have received from such stock- 
holders in exchange for its own 
stock, or to make such transfer and 


when done wilfully and deliberately, 
we must conclude that those who con- 
ceived and executed the plan afore- 
said intended, among other things, 
to accomplish these objects." 


LAW COVERS THE CASE. 


On the point whether the present 


case comes within the inhibition of 
the anti-trust act, the court discusses 
the meaning of the word trust as 
used in the act, and adds that con- 
gress "was careful to declare that a 
combination in any other form, if in 
restraint of interstate trade or com- 
merce, that is, if it directly occasion- 
ed or effected such restraint, should 
likewise be deemed illegal. 
More- 


over, in cases arising under the aci,it 
las been held by the highest judicial 
authority in the nation, and its opin- 
ion has been reiterated in no uncer- 
tain tone, that the act applies to in- 
terstate carriers of freight and pas- 
sengers as well as to all other par- 
sons, natural or artificial; that the 
words 'in restraint of trade or com- 
merce' do not mean in unreasonable 
or partial restraint of trade or com- 
merce, but any direct restraint there- 
of; that an agreement between com- 
peting railwads which requires them 
to act" in-concert in fixing the rate 
for. the"carriage -of ' 'passengers or 
.freight ••. o^r^thjjir,.,, respective „ lines 
from one statt, to another and which; 
by that means,, restricts'temporarily 
the right of any other of such-car- 
riers to name such rates for the car- 
riage of such freight or passengers 
over its road, as it pleases, is a con- 
tract in direct restraint of commerce 
within the meaning of the 
act, in 


that it tends to prevent competition; 
that it matters not whether, while 
acting under such a contract, the rate 
fixed.is reasonable or unreasonable, 
the vice of such a. contract or combi- 
nation being that it confers the power 
to establish unreasonable rates and 
directly restrains, commerce by plac- 
ing obstacles in the way of free and 
unrestricted competition between car- 
riers who are natural rivals fcr pat- 
ronage; and, finally, that 
congress 


has the power, under the grant of 
authority contained in the federal 
constitution to regulate commerce, to 
Bay that no contract or combination 
shall be legal which shall restrain 
interstate trade or commerce by shut- 
ting off the operation of the general 
law of competition."

Netherlands Parliament Has 


Adopted the Anti-Strike 


Measure by Big Vote 


HAS PUNISHMENT CLAUSE 


Officials of State Railroad Re- 


fuse to Negotiate for a

The Hague, April 9.—The second 


chamber of the Netherlands parlia- 
ment today adopted the anti-strike 
bill by 81 to 14 votes. The social- 
ists and liberal democrats voted with 
the minority. 


The punishment clause of the bill 


was adopted by 78 to 15 votes. 


The chamber also authorized the 


formation of the proposed military 
railroad brigade to work on the rail- 
roads during strikes, and adjourned 
sine die. 


According to the Vaderland

railroad employes' union has asked 
the state railroad companies to agree 
to negotiations for a settlement of 
the dispute and the reinstatement of 
tha men.

came to the conclusion that their 
own protocols were defective, so they 
rejected them in toto and drew up 
protocols which are identical, word 
for word, with the protocol prepared 
by Judge Penfield. The 
protocols 


which the allied powers originally 
prepared had been signed by Vene- 
zuela and it was necessary to obtain 
Venezuela's consent to the signing 
of the new protocols, which 
was 


readily granted. The history of di- 
plomacy does not record another in- 
stance where one man p^epnied a pro- 
tocol which was used for the guid- 
ance of four world powers in the 
same dispute.
